EVOLUTION OF CENSUS 


Population Counted in Hiddle 


Ages for the Purpose of 
Taxation. 


**••»**••••••••••••••••»•• 


(Paris Messeneger.) 


The term "census" had its origin 


in Borne, and was applied to one 
group of the 
censor's many 
and 


varied functions. 
The Boman cen- 


sus was chiefly concerned with fiscal 
matters, and we may suppose that 
the enumerators were not too effu- 
sively welcomed by the inhabitants. 
In the Middle Ages xhe census meant 
neither more nor less than a taac, and 
the final, 'formal, material, and effi- 
cient ^ause of eveiy numbering of a 
people was the desire of dts castle- 
clad government for money or the 
actual sinews of war. 


Under the absolute monarchies 


which appeared in Europe after the 
decline and fall of the feudal system, 
the tendency to centralization for ad- 
ministrative purposes prepared the 
way for statistical enqudries into tho 
numbers of the inhabitants of par- 
ticular districts. 
The necessity rf 


such stock taking was first clearly 
pointed out by Adam Smith, but U 
was not till long after has death that 
the first census of Great Britain—it 
did not extend to Ireland—was car- 
ried out. 
A census bill, which pas- 


sed the Lower House in 1753, WPS 
thrown out by the Lords as "being 
"profane and subveisive of liberty/7 


Accordingly, up to 1801, the numbei 
of inhabitants of the British Islands 
was as much a matter of guesswork 
as the population of China is today, 
and, as invariably happens in such 
cases, the result of the enumeration 
was a great disappointment to nil 
the statistical prophets. 


The progress of the census methods 


since the first year of the last cen- 
tury miy foe illustrated by the de- 
velopment of the occupational re- 
turns. 
In 1801 there were- but 


three divisionos—those employed in 
agriculture, those engaged in trade 
or manufatcure," and those eeoigaged 
in neither. 
In the iiexit two cen- 


suses no material ehamg-e in this re- 
spect was ma'de, ibut in 1831 the 
overseers of parishes were required 
to give details respecting the occu- 
pations of males over tweenty. 
In 


the census of 1841, an enumeration 
much facilitated toy <fhe uniform 
system of registration of births, mar- 
riages, and deaths which, came into 
force in 1837, the enumerators were 
instructed to enter 
each 
person's 


description of his own occupation. 


An interesting feature of the cen- 


sus of 1851 was an attempt to supply 
the ecclesiastical and 
educational 


statistics of the country, but no ef- 
fort was made to elaborate the oc- 
cupational returns. 
The census of 


1861 was also, to a certain degree, 
experimental. 
1871 the first im 


perial census was taken—and the 
census paper of that date—an inter- 
esting1 article, by the way, could be 
written on the series of eleven—is ob- 
vi'ously the great-grandfather of the 
present foim.

BABELAIS AS A PHYSICIAN, 


At the first sight it may seem far- 


fetched to liken Rabelais to the auto- 
crat of the breakfast ta'ble, but the 
feeling of incongruity will subside, 
we think, on a little reflection, says 
the New York Medical Journal. 
Babelais, after his suspension from 
a monastic order, studied medicine 
regularly, was admitted into the pro- 
fession, and became a lecturer in the 
faculty of Montpelier, That he took 
up medicine not in a spirit of dilet- 
tanteism, but RS a subject to which 
he genuinely bent his energies, is 
abundantly evident from Dr, Flint's 
account, published in this issue of 
the Journal* of his lemarkable con- 
ceptions concerning certain physio- 
logical problems; and it is further 
evident from hi& zeal in mitigating 
the physical ills of his flock after his 
lesunvptioii of clerical duties. 


Holra&s, too, did not forsake medi- 


cine. 
Though he was a practitioner 


for but a vex^y short time, he made 
several notable contiibutious to the 
advance of medical knowledge, and 
he continued as a professor in the 
Harvard Medical school until he was 
an old maiu 
Neither Kabelais, the 


greatest humorist 
of France, nor 


Holmes, the prince of American 
humorists, ever ceased to study medi- 
cine. 


DISCOVERED USEFUL 


Like many other useful inventions, 


the art of bottling beer was discov- 
ered by mere accident. 
It is at- 


tributed to Alexander Nowell, head 
master of Wood'brldge school, Eng- 
land, who was noted for his erudi- 
tion, his piety and ^his penchant for 
angling, says a London newspaper. 
His portrait in the hall of Brase- 
nose college, Oxford, represents him 
with his Bible before him and his 
fishing1 rods on either side, and beais 
the inscription, "OPiscator Homiuum." 
It appears that once while fishing, as 
Ms habit was at Ha&ham, he mislaid 
his 'bottle of ale in the long grass on 
the banks of the River Ash. 
Stumb- 


ling upon it some time afterward he 
found1 it, in the quaint words of Ful- 
ler, "not a bottle, but a gun, such 
the sound of it when opened, and this, 
as casualty is the mother of more in- 
ventions than indn&try, is believed 
the original of bottled ale in Eng- 
land." 
Nowell was presented to the 


living of Oreat Hadhaan in 1562, and 
the date of his discovery must be 
about 1530.

Its 
progress has ever been and is down- 
ward, to perdition. 
"Although for 


entUriesbefo re new nations had been 
forining, none of theih had belief in 
God as the formative principle." It 
Was Abram's "belief in the true God, 
in a God wTio manifested His exist- 
ence and His nature by responding 
to this belief, and it is this belief 
and the place He gave it as the regu- 
lating principle of all His move- 
ments and thoughts that has given 
Him His everlasting influence." — 
Marcus Bods. 


To start a seed, a strain, a stieam 


of humanity in which belief is one 
living and true God should be imper- 
ial, Providence separated Abram and 
kept hiinan d his separate from the 
rQSt of mankind. 
Israelites have 


ever been and are an isolated people. 
They are environed by an atmos- 
phere into which the rest of man- 
kind is slow to come. Let the Jew 
begin to mov6 into a neighborhood, 
and the non-Jewish of every nation- 
ality will begin to move put. 
The 


whole reason for this is not revealed. 
But we see part of the explanation in 
the fact that at the very first the AK 
mighty needed an elect people to 
whom to commit His law and com- 
municate His life. 
Otherwise the 


world mxist have perished ere this, as 
we think. 


MUST BE "SEPARATE." 


This suggests ijor us the practical 


thought that somewhat of a separat- 
ing process belongs to all the Israel 
of God by faith. In other words, it 
has been ;and is a seen necessity thafc 
to be a man'of God, a servant of God, 
a son and daughter of the Lord Al- 
mighty, ,we must "come out from 
among them" (the world's devotees) 
and "be ye separate." 


There is no inquiry of profounder 


import than to ask which stands first 
in my solicitude and love, the seen 
or unseen, the eartly or the celestial; 
money, society, celebrity or purity, 
piety and peace with my God. Am I 
in this advocating separation to a 
hermit's life, or withdrawing from 
the everyday work of the world?

HOW FAST 'CAN W'E TBAVBLP 


The announcement that a company 


has.been formed in Germany to build 
a system of 
electric railways 'on 


which it is expected that passenger 
truing will be run at a speed of from 
120 to 150 'miles an hour suggests 
tiie marvelous possibilities of the iin 
mediate future in the way of rapid 
transit. 
Even at the rate of transit 


to 'be achieved under the German sys- 
tem a remarkable transfoimation 
will (be effected in the ^methods and 
customs of civilized 
life, 
With 


trains moving at the rate of 150 
miles an hour, all the region aibout 
Nevr York within a radius extending 
to Albany would be brought within 
the range of suburban residences, 
Boston would be brought within less 
than an hour and a half of New Yoik, 
Washington with a little m'ore than 
that time, Buffalo less than three 
hours, Chicago six hours, and San 
Francisco less than a day. 
What 


such marvelous achievements in pas- 
senger transportation mean for the 
industrial and commercial interests 


of the country can be faintly imag- 
ined. 
When it becomes possible, for 


example, for a New York man to 
make the round trip to Chicago with- 
in twenty-four hours, and have a con- 
siderable period of time for business 
iucludad, it may bs readily conjee- 
tuied that the commercial interests 
of the country will be affected by the 
change to a very large and serious 
degree.—Leslie*s Weekly.

The 
public demands a deeper shade

color in butter than formerly. 
A 


faint amber tint is the natural shade 
of butter. 
The bright or reddish- 


yellow color now popular is produced 
by aniline dyes. 


Spices are probably more 
often 


aaulterated than any other form of 
fcod. It is almost impossible to buy 
pure spices in the market. They are 
usually 
adulterated with neutral 


fillers, the same substance being used 
for all kinds of spice. This filler is 
a common article of trade, and is sold 
in large quantities. Coffee is adul- 
terated in a score of ways, especially 
ground coffee. The person who buys 
even the whole berry is not sure of 
getting pure coffee. 
Beans molded 


from a composition made of clay, 
potato starch and condensed milk are 
frequently sold without detection. 


Jellies, jams and marmalades are 


frequently counterfeited. 
The body 


of these imitations usually consists of 
apple pomace, the residue of cider 
mills, doctored with glucose, gelatine, 
aniline dyes and flavored with chem- 
ical essences.

000 by this time, for ijts popularity 
was at the flood for many years. 


Among other gold, mines J should 


place "The Better Land// "The Bivei 
3f Yeais," "For Ever and Tor Ever," 
'Good-Bye," "The Devout 'Lover,'' 
'Nancy Lee"—to mention only half 
\ dozen, the aggregate profits from 
vhich cannot have been a penny less 
than $300,000. 


Among recent favorites, 
which, 


howevei, are far from supplanting 
the older ones, such songs- as "The 
River of Life," "The Plight of Ages," 
and "Beauty's Eyes" promise to be 
quite as rich 'haivestjbrtingers 
to 


composeis and publisheis. 


Of course, if a song has anything

All who preach feel that two kinds 


of sermons are necessary, the one on 
the faith of the gospel, the other on 
the morality of the gospel—and the 
otie is just as important as the other, 
for you know that in tjais land today 
there are hundreds of men hiding be- 
hind the communion tables and in 
churches of Jesua Christ who have no 
"business to be there as professors of 
religion. They expect to be all right

sense of the word is a miscreant, 


There aie families today—^widows 


and orphans—with nothing between 
them and starvation but a sewing 
machine, -or kept out of the vortex by 
the thread of a needle red with the 
blood of their hearts, who were by 
father or husband left a competency, 
You read the story in the newspapei 
of those who have lost by a bank de 
falcation, and it is only one liiu, thn 
name of a woman you never heaid of, 
and just one or two figures telling 
the amount of stock she had, the 
number of shares.

line in a newspaper, but it is a line 
of agony long1 as time; it is a story 
long as eternity.

example of Wellington, who, when

"Our 
waterworks were constructed 


in th« years 1879*80. 
The people 


then decided to have water from 
wells and accordingly tests were 
made to locate the first wells. These 
tests were made—First; 
Near the 


Columbia street -bridge and St. Joe 
boulevard. 
Second: 
West of Spy 


Run and north of the park, and it 
was finally decided to locate the sta* 
tion xipn the nvih side, th*>t place 
being the most suitable at that tim*. 
for the water supply. 
A 3,000,000- 


gallon Holly engine was placed at 
that station and about ten gravel 
wells weie sunk. 
These wells fur* 


nished only a part of the water con- 
sumed arid therefore it was found 
necessary to add to the supply and 
land was condemned near 'Spy Run 
avenue, also the river front for the 
purpose of building a large well in 
the St, Joe river east of Spy Run, 
connecting- tho same with a three- 
foot pipe near Spy Run* 
It was> also 


found necessary that a 'basin should 
be constructed west of Spy Run for 
the purpose of liltering this wate.\ 
This was done and the well finally 
connected with Spy Run and the 
basin. 
The expense of this well and 


pipe was $5,000. 
The expense of 


what was supposed to be a filtering 
basin was $12,000, 


"In order to get additional supply 


from Spy Run a dam was then con- 
structed across &py Run at an ex- 
pense of $5,700.

der the guidance of Mr. Cook and 
other engineers at an expense of $8,- 
300. 
At that time the trustees weie 


satisfied that with water procured 
from gravel wells and the inlet from 
the filtering basin, the city would 
have an ample supply of water.

be dry and the river would fall below 
the pipe in the inlet well, and for 
that time no water could be had from 
that source. 
The people insisted on 


more and better water, and consult- 
ing engineers were called in from 
time to time until it was decided in 
1888 to drill more wells, and ac- 
cordingly sixteen gravel wells and 
four rock wells were drilled and wore 
put to a test in the dry season. Tho 
gravel wells failed and the river had 
to 
supply the rest of* the 
watei 


needed. 


"In 1895 it was deemed necessary 


to procure more water and three tea*- 
wells were sunk in the 'MeCulloch 
land. 
These wells were then consid- 


ered the best of all, producing 1,200,- 
000 gallons per day. 
'Other tests 


were sunk on the Pape land, rock 
wells as well as gravel wells, and al] 
of these were also considered good, 
some of the rock wells flowing to the 
surface. 


"The land was condemned and pur- 


chased and altogether seven rock 
wells and one gravel Tvell were sunk 
of which one gravel well and foui 
rock wells are today connected with 
the 3,QOO,000~gallon engine, which 
had been removed from station 
after the 6,000,000-gallon pump had 
been installed in 1890. A pump- 
Ing station was built at the west side 
at a total expense of $70,500, a 
$7,000 additional was expended on 
wells. 
This station has produced 


out of five wells an average of £,< 
300,000 gallons of water by direc 
suction and could produce more if 
the inexcusable error had not been 
made at the time of laying the main 
suction pipe of not providing for the 
connecting of three other wells noith 
of this station, which cannot be done 
now unless the engine at that sta 
tion is shut down for the time to al- 
low such connection to be made. A 
attempt was made at this station to 
sink a twelve-foot gravel well, out 
this venture proved a total failuie 
and the iron tube is today standing 
near the station as a monument to 
stupid, senseless hydraulic engineer- 
ing, costing the city a/bout $3,000 
After this station was completed no 
further tests for additional 
wells 


were made at this point, but the 
trustees applied to the council for a 
right to purchase an additional en 
gine at this station. 
The council 


, wisely refused this proposition, be- 
1 cause if the pump had been placed a1 
this station the water pumped by it 
could not have been delivered into 
the mains unless the large main had 
been constructed either to the main 


1 on Clinton street, from which pipe

This supply of 


water, however, not -being sufficient 
from both stations 
and the Boss 


street station, which delivers about 
1,000,000 gallons per day in or- 
dinary season, the council end trus- 
tees decided to make the test to in- 
crease the inflow of water at the 
north side station with compressed 
air. 
A test was made at tnis station 


for thirty days and the folio-wing1 re- 
port thereof was submitted to the 
waterworks trustees: 


* 'On Jnuary 7, 1901, after having 


pumped the wells continuously for 
thirty days, we have obtained from 
these seven wells 1,800,000 gallons 
in twenty-four hours without mater- 
ially affecting the other wells.' The 
air system has been continuously 
working since that time on seven 
wells, producing by actual test over 
weir about 1,800,000 gallons per day, 
On July 23, I was informed by the ! 
trustees and the engineer in charge j 
of the waterworks that the three' 
pumping stations could not produce 
enough water to keep the reservoir 
supplied and that danger was im- 
minent that the reservoir might col- 
lapse, and that there was not a suf- 
ficient amount of water available to 
supply the city by diiect pressure 
against the valve at the reservoir. 


"I went to the reservoir and ex- 


amined the same carefully and found 
cracks about two inches wide in the 
soil behind the iron railing around 
the walls of the reservoir, which indi- 
cated that the ground had been set- 
tling inwardly, and on examining 
the inner walls of the reservoir I 
found that the masonry therein had 
been cracked to the bottom and 
bulged out not less than ten to 
twelve inches. I consulted with Mr. 
Baxter, engineer of the waterworks; 
Mr. Kaough and others, and decided 
with them that in order to protect 
the city against any conflagration it 
became necessary to turn in so much 
of the canal as is absolutely neces- 
sary to protect the city and reser- 
voir. 
Accordingly, about one-fifth 


of canal water and four-fifths of well 
water was pumped from July 24th to 
July 25th at noon. After the reser- 
voir was filled on the 25th day of 
July, at noon, I ordered the canal 
turned off, and nothing but water 
from wells hase been used ever since. 


"This is, in short, the history of 


the water works to date. This city 
has expended outside of the regular 
cost of constructing the plant, en- 
gines, pumps, reservoir, 
buildings,

SOME ODD OlD REMEDIES 


£ QUAINT MEDICAL KEOIPES ADMINISTERED A CENTUBY 


AND A HALF AGO—HEROIC TREATMENT.

In these days of hygienic reform, 


and "methods" of treating disease 
without medicine at all, it is inter- 
esting to read of the heroic treat- 
ment of 150 years ago. 
A volume, 


punted by Parry Hall, 
Chestmi't 


sheet, Philadelphia, in 1747, an-d 
compiled by John Wesley, is a curi- 
ous mixture of material remedies and 
leligious exhortation, 
There are 


few copies of the book in existence, 
but one unearthed recently was the 
occasion of much amusement at a 
convention of physicians. 
The book 


is substantially bound leather and 
the £cw illustrations are as primitive 
as the lemedies. 


The preface deals with the reason 


d'etre of the work, incidentally re- 
calling how: 


"Man was sent from the hands of 


God perfect, needing no physic; but, 
lebelling against the sovereignty of 
all, the seeds of pain and sickness 
were lodged in the body, and a thous- 
and disordeis, increased by every- 
thing around us. 
The sun and moon 


shed unwholesome 
influences from 


above; the earth exhales poisonous 
damps torn below; the air itself that 
surrounds us is 
replete with 'the 


shafts of death; yea, the food we eat 
daily saps the foundations of life," 


The preface fmther states; 
"As to the manner of using the 


icmcdies here set down, I should ad- 
vise, as soon as you know your di&- 
order (which is easy unless in a case 
of complication of disorders, and 
then you would do well to apply ir 


a physician who feais God): 
Fust, 


use tlie -medicines first advised foi 
that dicease; the second, if that is of 
none eftect; the third, and so on. 
To 


pcrseveie in the course is often more 
than half the cure. 
Above all, add 


to the rest (for it is not l&bor lost) 
that old-fashioned msdicins, piayer 
and faith in God."

Abraham Lincoln was practicing law 
at Springlield, 111., fifteen women of 
Clinton, I1L, after having repeatedly 
pleaded with a liquor dealer to refrain 
from selling to their husbands, raid- 
ed his saloon, smashed in the head& 
of his 'barrels with axes and -broke 
demijohns and bottles. The women 
were arrested under indictment for 
the mischief done, They were with- 
out counsel for defense, when on the 
day of trial, Mr. Lincoln entered the 
court room and was asked by them 
to address the court in their behalf. 
Mr. Lincoln said: 


"May it please the court, I will 


say a few woids in 'behalf 
of the 


women who aie 
airaigned 
before 


your honor and the jury. I would 
suggest, first, that there toe a change 
in the indictment, so as to have it 
read 'The state against Mr, Whisky/ 
instead of '-The state against 
the 


women/ It would be -far more ap- 
propriate. 
Touching* this question, 


there are three laws: First, the law 
of self-protection is the law of neces- 
sity, as shown when 
our <fatheis 


threw the tea into the Boston harbor 
and in asserting their right to life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness.

Although marvelous strides have 


bem made in almost every branch 
of knowledge in the last 100 years,

first embalmed.

It was difficult for even a 
person with expert knowledge of dia- 
monds to tell that they were arti- 
ficially ^produced, whereas most of 
the ctnodern artificial diamonds can 
easily be detected. 


People do not know how to put 


stones and bricks* together as the 
ancients did, and consequently the 
buildings raised nowadays are really 
mere temporary structures1 and will 
be in ruins when the ancient build- 
ings of Greece and Italy which were 
built thousands of y£ars ago are in 
as good condition as they are now. 
The secret is not in the bricks or the 
stone, but in the cement and mortar, 
neither of which essentials can the 
moderns make as the ancients made 
them. 


In modern buildings 
the cement 


and mortar are the weakest points; 
in buildings which the Bomans and 
Greeks raised thousands of years ago 


the! 
cement 
and mortar are the 


strongest points* and hold good while 
the vsry stones they bind together 
crumble away with age. We cannot, 
with all our science, make such ce- 
ment and mortar* 


'Hodern chemists cannot compound 


such dyes as were commonly used 
when the great natons of today were 
still unborn. Now and again it hap- 
pens that searchers after antiquities 
come across fragments 
of fabrics 


which were dyed thousands of years 


ago, 
and they are astonished by the 


wonderful richness of the colors of 
the cloths, AVhch, -despite their 
are 'brighter and purer than anything 
produced nowadays.

rightly knows. Their judges 
are 


deemsters, «and, their provinces are 
sheadings, which is/, pronounced as 
is >spelt with a double "e." They 
legislate for -themselves and they 
usod to have their own king. 


Tynwald dates from the days of 


King Orry, a fine old swashbuckler 
from Iceland, whose*, name is per- 
petuated by one of the 
Liverpool 


boats sailing up to thet island. When 
he landed, with his ted beard and 
his hosts, and took possession of the 
island he established A constitution 
on the Icelandic patte<$n. 


He divided the land into six shead- 


ings, and each sheading elected four 
me<n to an -assemblage^ of lawmakers 
called the house of keys. He made 
two law men, whom h# called Deem- 
sters, and he caused a ^ffount of Laws 
to be built, whereon t$e people's de- 
sires were considered fby the king, 
tho bishop and the co^Tt, and these 
being sanctioned and! promulgated 
from the mount they b| came the acts 
of Tynwald, the right law of the 
land. 
* 


There is a record which tells what 


Tynwald used to be. When King 
Henry gave the crowru of Han to Sir 
John de Stanley in 1407, Sir John 
wrot to the Demmster for information 
about the Tynwald Day. They re- 
plied that he must go thither in roy>al 
as a king ought to do, <*antl upon the 
Hill of Tynwald sit in£a chaire, cov- 
ered with a "Royal cloath and cushions 
and your vlsfeage upon the east and 
your sword before you, with the point 
upw&rd; your (Barrons in the third 
degree sitting beside you and your 
benefice men and your Desmsters be- 
fore you sitting; and your clarkes, 
your knights, esquires and the worth- 
iest 'men in your land to be' called in 
before your Deemster^, if you will 
ask anything of them, and to near 
the government of your land, and 
your will; *md the commons to stand 
without the circle of the 'hill, with 
three clarkesi in their surplisses." 


The chief coroner was to "fence" 


the court, and'command everybody to 
keep order in the king's presence on 
pain of hanging and thawing. And 
all the other coroners were to come 
in, with swords or axe upon them and 
swear their oaths. 


ANCIENT CEREMONIES. 


This, or something lik& it, is what 


happens. There is no longer a 


King of Mian. A governor has taketn 


level of a town council debate.

Tynwald is the only thing of its 


kind in the world. Even in Iceland 
the ceremony of proclaiming the laws 
from the lawrock has long passed into 
history.

It has 
become a mere- sentimental observ- 
ance, and the people bound by the 
laws do not go to hear them. But 
it is a pleasant, (picturesque survival, 
as attractive as the island itself; and 
it provides *i very healthy oppor- 
tunity for historical research.

It 
is assumed that the Manx read their 
newspapers and know without being 
told wlrat the house of keys ha$ legis- 
lated for them. 


This matters the less inasmuch as 


there are no .Manxmen present except 
those who attend to turn an honest 
penny. Curious holiday-makers from 
England form the bulk of the ciowd 
which gathers around the mound. 
Just as no Londoner ever dreams of 
climbing the monument, so no Manx- 
man dreams of climbing Tynwald 
unless he can drive visitors there at 
so much a head, or sell v oranges to 
them when they arrive. 


Many persons suppose that per- 


fumes of the finest sort are all made 
in Persia, As a matter of fact, this 


erroneous. For two centuries the 


inhabitants of the Valley of the Var, 
iti southeastern France, have been en- 
gaged in the -making of exquisite per- 
fumes from flowers. Many curious 
facts concerning the secrets of the 
plant world have been learned by 
them, and the knowledge has been 
well utilized, says the London Ex- 
?ress. 


For example, the inhabitants of the 


ittle French valley have proved (by 
many experiments, covering a period 
of 200 years, that the seven plants 
whose flowers contain or will produce 
by combination the perfume of all 
the others are the orange, rose, vdo- 
et, jasmine, acacia, jonquil and tube- 
rose. Therefore, these are the only 
>nes they grow; they depend upon the 
process of mixing for the other odors 
of commerce. 


Among one of the first secrets 


which these old perfume mikers 
earned was that the scent of the 
flower is not contained in any gland 
r little sac, but rather that it is ex- 
ialed by the flower somewhat in the 
lashion of breathing, and that if the 
blossom be crushed the scent is de- 
stroyed. 


Another thing they found 
out 


early in their work was the fact that 
resh grease will absorb this breath 
rf the flowers most readily, and that 
n turn will yield up its treasure to 
alcohol. Using these facts, the peo- 
ple of Var have so built up their in- 
dustry that today they supply a good 
poition of the world's market with 
flower perfume. 


There are two ways of obtaining 


;he scent from these flowers. By far 
the more common is the method Of 
'enfleurage," Large pieces of glass, 


h framed in a wooden case, are 


prepared, and over the surface is 
spread a layer of clean, fresh grease, 
on which are piled the flowers, Each 
kind of flower, of course, is kept sep- 
arate. 


The perfume is qufickly absorbed in 


the fat, and as soon as the blossoms 
wither fresh ones are placed in the 
frame in their stead. And so the pro- 
cess is continued during the whole 
season of blossoming1, after which the 
grease is scraped off the glass and is 
put in alcohol, having previously 
been chopped fine. la this way every 
particle may be reached by the spirit 
and none of the precious perfume lost. 
"Maceration" is the name given to 
the other process of extraction. It 
is used whero the method of "en- 
fleurage" is not satisfactory in get- 
ting the whole of the odor, and is 
similar. The flowers are infused in 
a bath of warm oil for inany hours, 
and are then strained away and fresh 
ones added, the process being kept Up 
as long as the blooms can be pro- 
cured. 


It is said that the best essence is 


obtained from the jesmine and tube- 
rose by the enfieurrtge, 
"but the 


orange, acacia and rose are found to 
give more satisfactory results by the 
method of maceration. To get the 
best odor from the violet and jonquil 
a joint processis used—first enfleur- 
age and then maceration, 


Quarries may, within a few years, 


lie idle and stone cutting be forgot- 
ten. The arts of 'brick making and 
biick laying may 'be lost. These are 
no exaggerated statements, but well- 
considered, pracical (possibilities, 


In some of the western states, late- 


ly dn the east and to a small extent 
on the continent of Europe, a new 
idea in building is under way* Brick 
and stone are dispensed with and 
cement takes their place—cement 
"poured" into wooden mol'ds or forms 
which, when the mass within them 
has hardened to rockllke firmness 
and solidity, are taken down. 


Thus, sometimes of cement alone, 


somethimes of cement with ft small 
quantity of twisted iron 
rods 
or 


metal latfhs to strengthen it, walls, 
columns, floors, roofs are feuilt—en- 
the great edifices, indeed, of noth 
ing Init the hardened concrete. Tha 
molds or forma are merely wooden 
boxes, or, when long walls are to be 
erecte-d, lengths 
pof wooden 
panels 


and standards that are bolted to- 
gether to receive the concrete. The 
cement is made a little more liquid, 
and walls of fanciful ornament are 
poxired as readily DS if the surface 
were plain. 


EDISON IS ITS CHAMPION. 
Under ordinary circumstances this 


new idea, although now in success- 
ful operation and proved very feas- 
ible stiucturally, might not have at- 
tracted especial attention. 


But in t'he last few weeks it h?s 


had. a champion in the person of no 
one elss than Thomas A. Edison. 
For once that veteran inventor has 
assumed a new role—that of prophet. 
Cement and steel, he declares, are 
to be Ifae "huild'in'g m'atenials of the 
future*" 
Skyscrapers will /lye built 


of frame works of steel, with, Avails 
of cement, the steelwork inoased in 
cement as welL All the small dwell- 
ing houses that are 10 come will be 
of "poured" cement. "They mil 'pour 
a house' then/* says Hr. Edison. 


In view of what has alre'ady 


accomplished in building* with con- 
crete this is exceedingly interest* 
ing. 
''Pouring a house" 
as, of 


course, one of Mr. Edison's catchy, 
clever phrases, not quite accurate, 
but suggestive. 
Unless -he himself 


somewhat 'improves the present pro 
cess 'houses 
w.ill not 
quite be 


"£oured," although veiy nearly that. 
$"ow they iare "dumped," the ban*ows 
of 
cement s'hot into 
the 
forms 


through a funnel-like arangement, 
the mass then moullding or pounded 
down. Even in 
the moulding of 


"lime" (imitation) ornament the 
concrete is never liquid.

Gourock, July 37.—The Shamrock 


II., accompanied 'by <t£lie Erin, sailed 
at 10:20 o'clock this morning for 
New York.

benefit of those that are here ait'.l 
perhaps have not followed the history 
of the waterworks from the begin- 
ning, also for the purpose of guiding 
those that have kindly consented to 
help the trustees and the couiicil to 
solve the question of supply. 


"Our waterworks were constructed 


In the years 1879-80. 
The people 


then decided to have water from 
wells and accordingly testa were 
made to locate the first wells. These 
tests were made—First: 
Near the 


Columbia street 'bridge and St. Joe 
boulevard. 
Second: 
West of Spy 


Run. and north of the park, and it 
was finally decided to locate the sta- 
tion upon, the m'.th side, th?.t place 
beinjr the most suitable at tii;it time 
for the water supply. 
A 3,000,000- 


gollon Holly engine wcs placed fit 
that station and 
about ten gravel 


wells were suak. 
These wells fur- 


nished only a part of the water 'con- 
sumed aiii therefore it was found 
necessary to add to the supply and 
land was condemned near Spy Run 
avenue, also the river front for the 
purpose of building a larg:^ well in 
the St. Joe river cast of Spy Bun 
connecting- the same with n. three- 
foot pipe near Spy Sun. 
It was als< 


found necessary that a 'basin shoult 
be constructed west of Spy Kun foi 
the purpose of filtering- Mils water 
This was done and the well filially 
connected with Spy Run and thi 
basin. 
The expense of this well EUK 


pipe was $5,000. 
Tho expense 


what was supposed to be a filtering 
basin was ?12,000. 


"In order to get additional supply 


from Spy Run a dam was then con- 
structed across Spy Hun at an 
pense of $5,700. This was done un- 
der the guidance of Mr. Cook anc 
other engineers at an expense; of 
300. 
At that time the trustees were 


satisfied that with water proem ret 
from gravel wells and the inlet fron 
the filtering basin, the city would 
have an ample supply of water. 
II 


was, however, a few months only un- 
til such days when Spy Sun woulc 
be diy and the river would fall below 
the pipe in tlie inlet well, and foi 
that time no water could he had from 
that source. 
The people insisted on 


more and better water, and consult 
ing engineers were called in from 
time to time until it was decide:! in 
1888 to drill more wells, and 
cordingly sixteen gravel wells ant 
four rock wells were drilled and were 
put to a test in the dry season, 
Th 


gravel wells failed and the river hac1 


to 
supply the rest of- the 
-watei 


needed. 


In 1895 it was deemed necessary 


to procure more water nnd three tes 
wells were sunk in the1 McCullocT 
[and. 
These wells were then consid 


ered the best of all. producing 1,200,- 
000 gallons .per day. 
'Other testa 


were sunk on tho Papo land, rock 
wells as well as gravel wells, nnd all 
of these -were also considered good, 
some of the rock wells flowing to the 
surface. 


'Tlie land was condemned and pur- 


chased 
and altogether seven 
rock 


wells nnrl one gravel 'well were sunk, 
of which one gravel well and foui 
rock wells are today connected with 
the 3,000,000-g.illoxL engine, which 
had been removed from station 1 
after the 0,000,000-gollon pump hac] 
leen installed in 1800. A pump- 
ing station was built at the west side 
at a total expense of $70,500, and 
87,000 additional was expended on 
wells. 
This station has produced 


out of five wells an avcragn of !?,- 
300,000 gallons of water by direct 
suction and could produce more 11 
;ho Inoxcusablo error had not been 
made at the time of laying- the main 
suction pipe of not providing for the 
connecting of three other wells north 
of this station, which cannot be done 


1 now unless the engine at that sta- 


tion is shut down for the time tn nl- 
low such, connection to be made. A 
attempt was made at tbJD ctation to 
sink a twelve-foot gravel well, 
tills venture proved a total failure 
and the iron tube is today standing 
near tht; station as a monument to 
stupid, senseless hydraulic engineer- 
ing, costing the city about $3,000. 
After this station was completed no 
further 
testr. for additional 
wells 


were made at this point, hut tho 
trustees applied to tho coincil for a 
right to purchase an additional en- 
gine nt this station. 
The council 


wisely refused this proposition, be- 
cause if the pump had been placed at 
this station the water pumped by it 
could not have been delivered into 
the mains unless the large main had 
been constructed cither to the main 
on Clinton street, from which pipe 
thn reservoir is supplied, or the inlet 
well at station No. I, north side, for 
tho reason that all supply pipes go- 
ing fcnst and west extending from the 
main on Clinton street, commencing 
with twenty-four inches, are reduced 
to six inches -in size until they reach 
the limit of 'tho city each and west, 
nnd not more than 3,000,000 gallons 
of water could be pumped from that 
•ource directly Into the west end 
main*. la order to IncruM the ca- 


pacity of delivery for the water sup- 
plied by the 3,000,000 pump at No. 2 
station several large mains were laid 
from that point on Pape avenue and 
across the river to connect all the 
surrounding smaller mains and thus 
force the present 
capacity of the 


pumps into use and relief of the pump 
at station No. 1. 
Tills supply of 


water, hov/ever, not 'being sufficient 
from both stations 
and the Ross 


street station, which delivers about 
1,000,000 gallons per 
day in or- 


dinary season, the council p.nd trus- 
tees decided to make the test to in- 
crease the inflow of water at the 
north side station with, compressed 
air. A test was 'made at this station 
for thirty days and the following re- 
port thereof was submitted to the 
waterworks trustees: 


" 'On Jnuary 7, 1801, after having 


pumped the wells continuously for 
thirty days, we have obtained from 
•these seven wells 1,800,000 gallons 
In. twenty-four hours without mater- 
ially affecting ths other wells.' The 
air system has besn continuously 
working since that time on seven 
wells, producing by actual test over 
weir about 1,800,000 gallons par day. 
On July 23, I was informed by the 
'trustees and the engineer in charge 
of the waterworks that the three 
pumping- stations could not produce 
enough water to keep tlie reservoir 
supplied and that danger was im- 
•mlnent that the reservoir might col- 
lapse, and that there was not a suf- 
ficient amount of water available to 
supply .the city by direct pressure 
against the valve at. the reservoir. 


"I went to the reservoir and ex- 


amined the same carefully and found 
cracks about two inches wide in the 
soil behind the iron railing around 
the walls of the reservoir, which indi- 
cated that the ground had been set- 
tling inwardly, and on examining 
the inner walls of the reservoir I 
found that the masonry therein, had 
been cracked to the bottom and 
bulged out not less than ten. to 
twelve inches. I consulted with Mr. 
Baxter, engineer of the waterworks; 
Mr. Kaough and others, and decided 
with them that in order to protect 
the city against any conflagration It 
became necessary to turn in so much 
of the canal as is absolutely neces- 
sary to protect the city and reser- 
voir. 
Accordingly, about one-fifth 


of canal water and four-fifths of well 
water was pumped from July 24th to 
July 25th at noon. After the reser- 
voir was filled on the 25th day of 
July, at noon, I ordered the canal 
turned off, and nothing but water 
from wells hase been used ever since. 


"This is, in short, the history of 


the water works to date. This city 
lias expended outside of the regular 
cost of constructing the plant, en- 
gines, pumps, reservoir, 
buildings, 


pipes and other expenses, the follow- 
ing work:

"From year to year reports have 


been made that the people would 
have-plenty of water from now on, 
but it was invariably found to be a 
fact that when extreme hot and cold 
weather came there was not a sufficient 
amount of water to supply the de- 
mands. 
To show the growth of con- 


sumption for the last twenty years 
I submit the following statement: 


citlzens of fifty to settle this ques- 
tion jointly with the council and 
trustees. I do not mean to say tha 
this present council or waterwork 
trustees are incompetent, nor do I 
want to say that they do not want to 
settle this question conscientiously, 
but reviewing the past history of the 
waterworks and remembering that 
for the last twenty-three years thi 
council and trustees elected by tin 
people during this time have beon 
battling with this same 
problc 


with no final results. I consider it 
my duty to take radical steps to try 
to bring a remedy that will be ever- 
lastingly final. What this city needs 
above all is pure and wholesome 
water, no matter at what expense it 
is procured, and plen-ty of It, I kno 
the people have faltn in the council 
find trustees and you gentlemen and 
I submit this matter to all Of yo 
with the hope tliat you will carefully 
and impartially investigate the sam 
with a determination to finally settl 
it. Handle the same as you woxili 
handle affairs of your own, and I 
wish to say to you that nil the reco 
of .the waterworks department, all 
the reports of the engineers made to 
the council or the reports of the dif 
ferent committees or recommends 
tions of officers will at any time hi 
at the disposal of your committee if 
it will serve you to solve "bo ques 
tlon, and I assure you that if yDu dc 
solve it you will merit and desarvt 
tho heartiest thanks of tha people 
This plant represents today an actual 
cosh investment of nearly one mi] 
lion dollar^) nnd is one of th? best 
plants in. tlwr country, as the watr:

Reuss detailed1 the 
experiences of the Centlivre company 
In. £3curiug water, and contended that 
there was a plenty of water to be se- 
cured from deep wells. 


OTHER SYSTEMS WRONG. 


•Mr. McCulloch. again, arose and 


stated that the city of Fort Wayne 
was on& of the first to adopt the well 
system, and he believed it -wrong to 
consider using any other water than 
that from the deep wells. "I ihave no 
faith in the alteration: system," sold 
he, "and one thing should be decided 
for all time—we want nothing but 
pure rock well water." At this senti- 
ment the audience broke into liberal 
applause. 


Col. 
R. S. Robertson believed the 


question not one- of guess work or 
theory; the water is either there or it 
IB not there, and, it cannot 'be deter- 
mined without n test. "We 'have been 
making fool expenditures for twenty1 
five years," said he. 
"Now let us 


make a test that will demonstrate. 
If wells will not furnish it, there are 
lakes to the north, of us so high that 
the water could be transmitted to 
Fort "Wayne by its own gravity." 
Zelous Hopkins gove some informa- 
tion as to the geological conditions 
surrounding the city, and cited the 
prairie to the southwest as a promis- 
ing field for water research. 


LOWER THE PUMPS. 


James J. Wood, of the Electric 


works, doubted the contention thai 
there was plenty of water in the well: 
and expressed the opinion that ii 
there is, an unlimited quantity oi 
water thei'Cj it is not at a depth tha" 
can be successfully pumped by suc- 
tion. He thought the air lift a gooc 
deal of an experiment, 
and to 3ii* 


mind the only successful plan would 
be to set the pumps down to the level 
of tlie water. 


S. M. Foster thought tlie placing of 


meters would do much, toward set- 
tling the problem and believed thi 
consumers after .1 -trial would find i* 
a money saving plan. P. A. Randal 
thought the water now considered a; 
wasted was helpful in flushing thi 
sewers; lief

and was of the opinion that finally 
the city would be driven either to tin 
Jakes or rivers for its water. 


E. B. Kunkle contended for tin 


well system, oiid Councilman Hose; 
said ninety-five per cent, of the peo 
pie in Fort Wayne would not sanctioi 
for a moment the use of any othe: 
than the well system. He believer 
the air-lift idea offered the most ad 
vantages, nnd for that reason had rec 
ommended it, but 
if the problen 


could he better solved by another sys 
tern he was for that system. 
"Mr 


Hosey in response to questions ex 
plained the air lift system at sonv 
length, and displayed a familiarity 
with the question that made it evi- 
dent he hae given much study to tin 
water problem. Mr. HcCulloch, af 
the conclusion of tho meeting sug 
gcrted the appointment of the joinl 
committee. "Let the committee un- 
derstand," said he, "that its duty is 
to get pure well water and no other 
Then give them the money to get i-f 
with.'' 
At the suggestion of the 


mayor, who thanked the citizens foi 
their interest in the matter and ex- 
pressed liis beJief that much good 
would come from the interchange of 
ideas, Mr. McCullodi was dircted tc 
name the five citizens upon the com- 
mittee. 
The mayor appointed the 


councilmen, and Chairman Kaough. 
of the waterworks board, chose Hie 
two members from that body. 


WILL GIVE A REPORT. 


F. C. Amsbnry, superintendent o: 


waterworks at TJrbaua, 111., is in the 
city, having arrived yesterday on in- 
vitation of the waterworks trustees. 
Mr. Amsbary was obliged to meet the 
same kind of a problem as is now con- 
fronting the authorities here, when 
he took charge of the waterworks de- 
partment at TTrbana some years ago.

than Fort Wayne, but the difficulties 
were the same nnd the responsibility 
was correspondingly great. 
He em- 


ployed drastic measures and his first 
move was to take out the air lift 
system then in USB and substitute n 
system of deep well pumps, operated 
by electric power, a motor 'being re- 
quired nt each of the nine wells then 
in use. Tho government of the 
pumping at each well was automatic- 
ally controlled nnd soon the number 
of wells employed was reduced to 
four, and that number under his sys- 
tem lias since beon. found adequate 
for all purposes.

mit to the trustees sometime today.

; 1895 to 1900 the railroads'of this 
country increased in miles 4.1 per 
cent., while the increase in Germany 
was 8.8 per cent., in Russia 21.9 per 
cent., in Japan 
C2 per cent., in 


Eg-ypt G5 per cent., and in Siberia 243 
per cent. But it is important to re- 
member that the total mileage of the 
American railroads in 1895 was so 
much greater than that of any of 
these other countries that the 4.1 per 
cent, in our own case represents con- 
siderably heavier construction than 
the 62 per cent, in he case of Japan, 
for instance.

God perfect, needing no physic; but, 
rebelling against the sovereignty of 
nil, the seeds of pain and sickness 
were lodged in the body, and a thous- 
and disorders, increased by every- 
thing- around us. 
The sun and moon 


sli3;l unwholesome 
Influences from 


above; the earth exhales poisonous 
damps from below; the air itself that 
surrounds us is replete with 'the 
shafts of death; yea, the food we e.it 
daily saps the foundations of life.'! 


The preface further states: 
"Ao to the manner of using the 


remedies here set down, I should ad- 
vise, as scon as you know your dis- 
order (which is easy unless in a case 
of complication 
of 
disorders, and 


then you would do well to apply t:

WHENCE PERFUMES ARE

Many persons suppose that per- 


!u:ues of tbe finest sort are all made 
n Persia. As a matter of fact, this 
s erroneous. For two centuries the 
nlmbitants of the Valley of the Var, 
n southeastern France, have been en- 
gaged in the making of exquisite per- 
umes from flowers. Many curious 
acts concerning the secrets of the 
ilant world have been learned by 
hem, and the knowledge has been 
yell 'utilized, says the London Ex- 
tress. 
For example, the inhabitants of the 
ittle French v.illey have proved by 
aany experiments, covering a period 
f 200 years, that the seven plants 
'hose flowers contain or will produce 
y combination the perfume of all 
he others, are the orange, rose, vio- 
et, jasmine, acacia, jonquil and tube- 
ose. 
Therefore, these are the only 


:ies they grow; they depend upon the 
rocess of mixing for the other odors 
f commerce. 
Among one of the first secrets 
hich these old perfume makers 
earned was that the scent of the 
ov/er is not contained in any gland 
r little sac, but rather that it is ex- 
nled by the flower somewhat in the 
ishion of breathing:, and that If tho 
lossom be crushed the scent is tls- 
ti-oyed. 
Another thing they found 
out 


arly in their work was the fact that 
•esh grease will absorb this breath 
c the flowers most readily, and that 


turn will yield up its treasure to 


Icohol. Using these facts, the peo- 
le of Var have so built up their In- 
ustry that today they supply a good 
oitloii of the world's market with 
owcr perfume. 
There are two ways of obtaining 
ie scent from these flowers. By far 
ie more common is tbe method of 
enfleurage." Large pieces of glas3, 
ich framed in n wooden case, are 
repavecl, nnd over the surface is 
prcad a layer of clean, fresh grease, 
n which are piled the flowers. Each 
.ml of flower, of course, is kept sep- 
•ate. 
The perfume is quickly absorbed in 
ie fat, and as soon iis the blossoms 
ither fresh ones arc placed in the 
-ame in their stead. And so the pro- 
ess is continued during the whole 
ason of blossoming, after which the 
rcase is scraped off the -glass and Is 
ut In alcohol, having previously 
een chopped fine. In this way every 
article may be reached by the spirit 
nd none of the precious perfume lost. 
Maceration" is the name given to 
ie other process of extraction. It 
3 used where the method of "en- 
curage" is not satisfactory in get- 
ng the whole of the odor, and is 
imilar. The flowers are infused in 
bath of warm oil for many hours, 
nd are then strained away and fresh 
nes added, the process being kept up 
i long as the blooms can be pro- 
ire d. 
It is said that the best essence is 
btained from the jesmiue and tube- 
ose by the eiifleurage, but 
the 


range, acacia and rose are found to 
ive more satisfactory results by the 
icthod of maceration. 
To get the 


est odor from the violet and jonquil 
joint processis used—first enfleur- 
ge and then maceration.

It is assumed that the total area of the lung sur- 
face with its 180,000,000 air cells, equals the total 
quantity of the blood to be vitalized.

lungs are said to be "Weak," it generally means ' 
that a large part of the lung surface is inert ; that 
millions of the air cells are unused.

mean that the oxygen received by the blood is 
reduced -below its requirements to an extent equal 
to the unused lung area.

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DR. TAOIACE'S SERMON. 


1SHE' AMERICAN PULPIT," A DISCOURSE ON THE BRILLIANT 


FAULTS OF PREACHERS. 


Washington, D. C., July 22.—In 


this discourse Dr. Tahuage 
shows 


that there is a tendency to excuse 
••brilliant faults because they are bril- 
linrit, wlien the same law o£ rig-lit ftnd 
•wrong ought to b* applied to high 
plfcces and low. Text, Daniel iv., 33: 
"The same hour was the thing ful- 
filled upon Nebuchadnezzar; nnd he 
•WA» driven from men, and did eat 
grass as oxen." 


Here is the mightiest of tlie Baby- 


lonish kings. Look at him. He did 
niore for the grandeur of the capital 
•than did all his predecessors or cus- 
ceasors. 
Hanging gardens, reser- 


voirs, aqueducts, palacss, all of his 
own planning. The 'bricks that are 
biougn up today from the ruins of 
Babylon have his nnme on 
thorn. 


"Nebuchadnezzar, son of Nabopolas- 
dor, King of Babylon." 
He was a 


great conqueror. He stretched forth 
his spear toward a nation, and it sur- 
rendered. But he plundered the tem- 
ple of the true-God. 
He lifted an 


idol, Bel Merodach, and 
compelled 


the people to bow down before it, and 
if they refused they must go through 
the red hot furnace, or he crunched by 
lion or lioness. So God pulled him 
down. 


He was smitten with what pliy- 


sicians call lycanthropy, and fanciet 
that he was a wild beast, and he wen 
out and pastured amid the cattle 
God-did'not excuse him because ho 
had committed the sin in -high places, 
or because the transgression, was 
•wide 
resounding. 
He 
measured 


Nebuchadnezzar • in high place just 
as he would measure the humblest 
captive. 


But in our time, you know na well 


afi I, that there is a disposition to 
put a hnlo around iniquity if it is 
committed in conspicuous place, and 
if It is wide resounding and of large 
proportions. 
Ever and anon there 


has been an epidemic of crime in high 
places, and there is not n state or n 
city, and hardly ft village which has 
not been called to look upon astound- 
ing forgery, or an absconding bank 
cashier or president, or the wasting 
of trust fund or swindling mortgages. 
I propose, in carrying out the sug- 
gestion of my text, as far as I can. 
to scatter the fascinations 
around 


iniquity and show you that sin is sin 
and wrong is wrong, whether in high 


' 
~ pTnce'or low place, and that it will be 


•dealt with by that God who dealt 
•with impalaced Nebuchadnezzar. 


All who preach feel that two kinds 


of sermons are necessary, the one on 
the faith of the gospei, the other 01 
the morality of the gospel—and the 
one is just as important as the other, 
for you know that in this land today 
there are hundreds of men hiding be- 
hind tho communion tahlns and 
churches of Jesus Christ who have no 
business to be there.as professors of 
religion. They expect to be all righi 
with God, although they are 
al 


•wrong with man. And while I wain 
you to understand that by the deeds 
of the law no flesh living can be jus- 
tified, and a mere honest life cannot 
enter us into heaven, I want you as 
plainly to understand that unless the 
life is right -the heart is not right 
Grace in the heart and grace in the 
life; so we must preach sometime*. 
the faith of the gospel and sometimes 
the morality of the gospel. 


It seems to me there has not been 


a time in the last 50 years when thi? 
latter truth needed more thoroughly 
to be presented in the 
American 


churches. 
It needs to be presented 


' today. 


A missionary in the islands of the 


Pacific preached one Sabbath on hon- 
esty and dishonesty, and on Monday 
he found his yard full of all styles of 
goods 
,which 
the 
natives 
had 


brought. 
He could not understand 


it until a native told him: "Our gods 
permit us to purloin goods, hut the 
God you told us about yesterday, the 
God of heaven and earth, it seems, 
is against these practices, and so we 
brought all the goods that do not be- 
long to us, and they are in the yard. 
rind we want you to help us to dis- 
tribute them among their 
rightful 


owners." And if in all the pulpits of 
the United States today rousing ser- 
mons were blessed of God, and ar- 
rangement should'be made by which 
nil the goods which have been im- 
properly taken from one man and ap- 
propriated by another man should be 
put in the city halls of the country, 
there is not a city hall in -the United 
States that would not ho crowded 
from cellar to cupola. Faith of the 
gospel, that we must preach and do 
preach. Morality of the gospel we 
must just as certainly proclaim.

What's ths use of plodding on with 
small wages or insignificant salary, 
wlien we may 5-0 into business life, 
and with some stratug-em achive such 
a fortune ns that man has achieved?" 
A different measure has been applied 
to the crime of "Wall street from thai 
which has been applied to the spoils 
which the man carries up Hat alley.
